Due process is a constitutional 
guarantee for all criminals, but 
what about the same rights for 
law- abiding citizens? 
This was one of the questions 
posed by Attorney General 
Theodore L. Sendak 
to the 
sum m er 
conference 
for 
prosecuting 
attorneys. 
He 
asked: “ Isn’t it a part of their 
due process to be able to cir­ 
culate freely in a free nation, to 
and from their daily work, 
whether they work at a factory, 
a farm, an office, a school, a 
courthouse, or a state house?” 
HE continued: “How can anj$ 
one of us enjoy our freedom and 
our rights if habitual and 
professional 
criminals. . that 
is, those who have been con 
vie ted of 
multiple murders, 
multiple rapes, multiple armed 
robberies. . are turned loose, 
unguarded, unidentified, to prey 
on the public?” 
None 
of 
us 
need 
to 
be 
reminded of the constant in­ 
crease in the number of crimes 
of violence. It is a sad com­ 
mentary upon modern times 
when we must find comfort and 
solace in reports that while 
major crimes continue to in­ 
crease, at least they are not 
increasing 
as 
rapidly 
as 
previously. We are reminded 
our Corrections system fails to 
correct, 
and 
the 
rate 
of 
recidivism (repeat offenders), 
rem ains high. Three-fourths 
of the persons killing police 
officers during the past ten 
years had prior arrest records. 
With the tremendous increase 
in crime, are our prisons filled 
to overflowing? It is interesting 
and 
revealing to examine 
Indiana inmate population 
In 
1964, Indiana Corrections in­ 
stitutions had an inmate census 
of 7,173 as of June 30, according 
to the Indiana Department of 
Corrections. By 1968, we had 
opened the Youth Center and 
Youth Rehabilitation Facility, 
and total population in all in­ 
stitutions had decreased to 
6,398. Rockville opened as a 
Training Center for 121 young 
offenders by 1971, and total 
inmate census again had fallen 
to 6,251 
Work 
Release and 
Study release programs were 
expanded, and by 1974, inmate 
population had decreased to 
4,327 including those free of any 
institution on the two programs. 
We have been making more use 
of probation, suspended sen­ 
tences and early parole 
We 
have 
become 
more 
humane 
in 
treatm ent 
of 
criminal offenders Writing in 
the July FBI Law Enforcement 
Bulletin, 
William 
D 
Leeke, 
director of South Caroline 
Corrections, examines a few of 
the court decisions 
He ob­ 
serves : “Those practices and 
procedures existing in modern 
corrections that have gone 
unchallenged are rare The law 
that has been decided with 
respect to inmates* rights in 
recent years is voluminous.” 
Here in Indiana, we had the 


unprecedented 
court 
hearing 
held behind prison walls, with 
decisions assuring improved 
conditions 
Most prisons are outdated, 
outmoded and obsolete Of the 
4,700 prisons and jails in the U. 
S., most were built in the last 
century, and some in the 18th 
century. It would cost over $12 
billion just to replace obsolete 
facilities. Using old institutions, 
always understaffed with un­ 
derpaid employees, we spend 
$1.5 billion annually, with 95 
percent going for custodial costs 
and only a nickle for education, 
rehabilitation, health services, 
job training and counseling 
As violations grow 
more 
brutal, we tend to become more 
lenient. There has not been a 
legal execution in the United 
States for crime since 1967, with 
the death penalty now all but 
outlawed 
by 
a 
legislating 
Supreme Court No one has ever 
been able to prove the death 
penalty is an effective deterrent 
for crime, other than for the 
person executed. A quick look at 
statistics makes a strong prima 
facie case for the death penalty. 
From 1935 to 1955, there was a 
steady decline in the number of 
homicides almost in direct ratio 
to 
the 
num ber 
of 
legal 
executions 
During the 1930’s 
more than 1,600 prisoners were 
executed, while homicides fell 
from 10,587 in 1935 to 8,329 in 
1940 
Executions dropped to 
almost 1,300 in the 1940’s and 717 
in the 1950‘s, while homicides hit 
bottom with 7,418 in 1955 Then 
came the more permissive Earl 
Warren Supreme Court, fewer 
actual executions, and a steady 
increase in homicides. In 1960, 
there were 8,464 murders, in­ 
creasing to 12,300 by 1968, year 
of the de facto abolition of the 
death penalty. By 1972, we saw a 
staggering 18,520 homicides, 
more than double the number 
when the death penalty was in 
force. 
Legal due process should be a 
two sided coin.
